It was an enthusiastic throng which 
turned out four hundred itrbng lâSt 
night to cheer the McQlll aextette te 
victory. The McGllt Rootera' Club 
sustained the traditional reputation' In 
the showing* which tl^ey made' on this 
occasion for. the second ganio of the 
season with their old rival Laval. 

Sharp at 7 o'clock the Union door 
swung open to admit the first of the 
eager fans, and soon tho building was 
a scene of bustling activity as the 
various classes and faculties assem- 
bled. Between 7.30 and 7.4ti a brief 
workout nt singing the aongs and so 
forth was indulged in, and then the 
"fall In" was announced. The par- 
ade formed up under the various fac- 
ulty and class marshals in the follow- 
ing order; Medicine, Science, Arts and 
Law. 

After a few minutes spent In com- 
pleting organization, the column mov- 
ed off to musical strains from the Mct, 
Gill Band.

Through the . .kindness of Acting- 
Dean Blackader,". of jthe Faculty of 
Medicine, the Dally "is privileged to 
publish the following series of let- 
ters which Dr. Blacl^ader and Prin- 
cipal Peterson''" have-' received from 
overseas, 

Capt. George Shanks, whom all 
Medical students will remember as 
superintendent of our General Hospi- 
tal, is now with an Indian Army in 
Mesopotamia. He writes from Am- 
arah, about 100 miles up the Tigris 
from Basrah, as follows: 

We have electric light and fans and 
Ice, and mineral waters, so that the 
actual conditions of living are far 
from unbearaiile. Just across the 
river from this hospital 'is an offi- 
cers' club, where one can have re- 
freshments, games, tennis, and read 
current periodicals.' It Is among_date 
palms and overlooking the river. It 
Is quite a pleasant place to sit, in the 
cool of the evening, about and after 
sunset. 

The weather has actually changed 
now, and at present tho maximu'm 
temperature is about 90 deg., and the 
minimum 65 to 60 deg. It la really 
very pleasant, as 90 deg. here after 118 
deg. is' cool; we can work all day 
without minding it. Even in the mid- 
dle of summer, of course, the nights 
are pleasant. 

This hospital— the first to be in- 
stalled here— is one of 600 beds. It 
has a venereal section. My routine 
consists of blood and stool work, Was- 
sermann, or to be chary of using Hun 
names, complement fixation reactions, 
examinations of malarial parasites, 
Lelshmannlae, etc. The stool work, 
examination for entamoebae, flagel- 
lates, and ova of various parasites is 
very interesting. ' Entamoeba histoly- 
tica is quite common with dysentery 
here, and very- few stools do not show 
some ot the flagellates such as tricho- 
monas intest, tetramltus, or lamblia, 
others mçre rarely. 

I am delighted with the work, and 
the satisfactory laboratory arrange- 
ments which have been made. I am 
also fortunate in having a good as- 
sistant to belp some of the routine and 
make media. 

A. C. Farlinger' writes to Dr. 
Blackader, and says: "I was keenly 
delighted in receiving- your letter, 
which reached me in the North-West 
frontier of India after 9 weeks of 
travel. ! Little did some of us imagine 
On leaving Canada, 'that six months 
would have found us in Central Asia. 
Dr. Bissett has been stationed up on 
the hills for the last 8 weeks. I am 
at a small station on the plains^ In the 
valley of the Indus. On one side are 
the towering snow-clad Himalayas, 
and on the other the lower ranges ol 
,the Hindu Kush are seen In the dis- 
tance. This strip of land is the only 
gateway of India from Central Asia. 

It adds a solemn touch to life to 
live In a ' country which has glren 
birth to Innumerable generations, to 
see before him plains dotted with 
ruins marking former centres ot ac- 
tivity which the advancing steps of 
ruthless man has trampled upon, left 
bruised and dying. India has been 
the prize tO' be won sinco the dawn 
of history; it was the favored goal of 
Alexander's ambitions, the trophy of 
Islamic expansion; and during the 
past century has contributed greatly 
to tho upbuilding: of England's com- 
mercial preponderance. 

There is a feeling of satlatacUon and 
happiness to belong to a nation uni- 
versally known and respected — hav- 
ing a language which will not fall 
to make one understood In any con- 
tinent. I spent two weeks in foiir 
South. African ports last summer, and 
was very much attracted by that 
country. NoW it is ..India, and thus 
you could keep on around the globe 
and find British merohants, buaincas 
houses, hotels, etc.

In another column of to-day's Daily there appears a letter 
from a Toronto graduate in which statements arc made concerning 
our attitude towards the Royal Victoria College, which we think it 
aeeerisary to deal with in order that any miaunderdtandiug may be 
obviated. 

In the first place, we are accused of praising "constructive 
criticism" and then "squelching" such criticism when it is direct- 
ed against tlic student body by a woman writer. If this statement 
were entirely correct, we should be quite ready to admit, that our 
attitude ill the matter M'as lacking in consistency. But as a mat- 
ter of fact, our present critic seepis to be labouring under a mis- 
apprehension. 

We did not take any exception to the criticism levelled at the 
student body for their lack of spirit in supporting the team. In 
fact, we expressly stated that, in our 'opinion, "the article was 
undqiibtedly written iu good faith, and with the purpose of gain- 
ing support for the hockey team," and so far as the writer's state- 
ments went in this direction we had no fault whatsoever to find 
with them. 

"What wc did take exception to (and we find nothing in the 
present letter that might induce us to change our mind on the 
subject) was the remark concerning the hockey team that "we 
feel a little ashifmed of the way the team is playing." This seem- 
ed to lis i unfair to the- bard working members of the hockey club, 
and we felt it our duty to make this impression clear. 

Further, even were we willing to admit that the statements 
made were perfectly true and just, we should none the less point 
out their untimclincss, in view of the fact that theit appearance on 
the eve of a crueial game would prove prejudicial to the reputa- 
tion of the team, who might hence be expected to put up a poor 
exhibition. As the Avriter remarks, "A team which has been well 
'rtcd . , . , will try harder to play a game which will 
mako its college proud of it," Now the statements in question ap- 
peared to us to be 'far from conducive to future support for the 
team ; hence Ave contested them, without "in any way attacking 'or 
"squelching" tiic author. 

Tlic remarks concerning co-education arid- the rights of women 
students at McQill, while undoubtedly interesting reading, we can- 
not regai'd as exactly bearing on the subject in question, which, as 
we sec it, is the reputation of the senior hockey team. But we 
might point out that when the writer states that he comes from a 
University where "the voice of the woman student is freely heard 
in the criticism of all University affairs," he lays himself open to 
the rejoinder that at this college he doubtless was familiar with 
criticisms of the woman student's remarks, since he will scarcely 
claim that anyone lias a right to criticize without being prepared 
to < accept counter-criticism. ' . / . 

In closing, wc should like "to repeat that in framing our edi- 
torial of yesterday's issue wc. endeavoured to be as fair as possible 
to the author of "Thoughts on Hockey." yfe. are quite ready to 
appreciate her motivns in Avrlting the article, and to applaud that 
part of it wliich dealt with tlie poor support given the team by the 
studént body. The presence of students of the Royal Victoria Col 
lege at the hockey games is, we think, adequate proof of their in- 
terest in college affairs; and they are, to our mind, absolutely en 
titlçd t-o form any opinions they desire concerning the playing of 
the team. "What we opposed, and still oppose, is the statement in 
j|p£ any criticism which reflects to some extent on the good 
mwot the members of the Red and White team, and which is not 
entirely founded on fact. 

So far as we are concerned, then, the "little tempest" is over. 
We are ready to admit that some of our readers may not see the 
matter exactly as we do. We are not laying any claim to infalli- 
bility. But we hope that the author of "Thouglits on Hookey" 
will understand our position, as we have tried to make it clear, and 
will realize that in this matter we tLn far from discouraging arf 
further criticisms she may choose to make. It was the wording of 
her remarks and the, rather unfortunate timing of them that evoked 
our previous editorial. We feel sure that both alte and our read, 
ers in general will be willing to accept our statement that we are 
trying tb be as fair as we can to all parties concerned.

There Is a Canadian doctor from 
Toronto at the next station north, 
and another from Queen's at the near- 
est southern station. 

The Important feature of Army 
Medical Service seems to be preven- 
tion. CoL Adaml's thought ut a meet- 
ing of the Medical Society luat year, 
To cure Is a thing of the past, to 
prevent Is our present effort,' Is all 
too true. A great share of our work 
Is sanlUtlon. looking for mosquito 
breoAing places, searching for plague 
rats that have escaped from the ba- 
saars, and seeing .that aU drinking 
water is boiled. 

Fully two-tihlrda o^ our Viospltal 
cases are malaria. This is not the 
season tor primary infections. Most 
of the cases are recrudescences, 
brought on by night chlllneas, and are 
of the malignant type. From the 
medical point of view they are moat 
interesting. One man may be brought 
In comatose, another with cerebral ir- 
ritation, and others with cholerlform 
or dysenteric symptoms. They suggest 
many disorders, but thanks to the 
microscope we usually roach a diag- 
nosis very rapidly. Quinine is spok- 
en of as a specific, but many of these 
men had been receiving quinine treat- 
ment for months previously. To be 
sure of absorption we resort to giv- 
ing It Intravenously, and chahglng to 
a different salt of quinine by mouth. 

I am glad to hoar that conscrip- 
tion, which I Imagine will be of a se- 
lective type, has l)een adopted'ln Can- 
ada. I frequently feel as though I 
must go back and join the Canadians, 
next year. One feola so far removed 
from . Canadian interests, and this is 
far from being war like, the only con- 
solation being that a sufficient part 
of the army has to be kept hero to 
protect India. My requests to be 
sent to Mesopotamia have not ma- 
terlallezd as yet 

I have met many very pleasant peo- 
ple who have treated me most kindly. 

I wish to be remembered most kind- 
ly to the various professors whoiie la- 
bours must be most burdensome and 
never ending at present; and the 
students, whose energies are bent and 
strained to complete their course, and 
add their share to the making of a 
world nation. 

I feel much more than I can easily 
express, the keen pleasure' I had in 
reading your letter, and thank you 
most kindly. If It were not for the 
thoughts and energies of those at 
home, we would soon lose our driving 
force, and the beacon of victory would 
grow dim.

FOUR HUNDRED ROOTERS 
HELPED IN DEFEAT- 
ING LAVAL. 

(Continued from Pago 1<) 
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January '2nd, 1918, 
My dear Sir William,— I am sure It 
will be of interest to you and to the 
Faculty which brought this Unit into 
existence, to have laid before you 
some figures of the work done by the 
Unit during the year. 1917, and also 
of the work done since we began the 
Hospital In France. I enclose copies 
of these statistics,, which I had to 
prepare for the authorities here. 

I am particularly pleased to draw 
attention to the work of the Hospital, 
because the success that has been 
achieved has been very largely due 
to the hard work of my predecessor, 
Colonel BIrkett. His unremitting la- 
bours have made this one of the best 
base hospitals in France, and it 
should be a comparatively easy task 
for anyone to follow In his foo.tsteps, 
and carry on the work which he In- 
stituted and developed. Since as- 
suming command ; I have met with 
nothing but the greatest goodwill on 
the. part of everyone In the Unit, and. 
there does not appear to be any '"rocks 
ahead I" 

The Nursing Sisters are all housed 
in proper huts. Huts for the men are 
now going on, and we hope that, 
shortly, they wlU be out of the tents 
and properly housed in '-permanent 
beds. Thero has also been sanctioned 
additional huts for 100 beds, which 
will bring us up to the normal 1,500 
bed hospital, all in buildings or huts, 
with emergency expansion up to S,- 
000, without the use of tents 

The McGlll T.M.C.A, hus done a 
very valuable work In the Unit ever 
since Its Inception, You will remem-' 
her, Sir. the hut In which that work 
Is carried on, and Just next to It 
there Is a. Recreation Room for pa- 
tients, given by the Canadian Red 
Cross; It Is a very suitable bulidiii^, 
and Is a very busy place during the 
day and the early part of the even- 
ing. We are also indebted to the 
Canadian Red Cross for a \'ery com- 
plete and beautiful hut, which has 
been placed inside the grounds of the 
old Marlborough Inn. Tjils hut is de- 
voted, for the moat part, to wounds 
of the chest, and the separation of 
these cases and the spécial care wa 
have thus been able to give them has 
been one of the most encouraging 
features of the Hospital, 

liost July we were ordered 'to re- 
tain and treat here all cases of frac- 
tured thigh, and none of these can 
now be evacuated until there is. good 
bony union, This necessitated put- 
ting aside a, ppècial ward of three 
huts for the purpose, and we have had 
as many as 7S cases In at one time. 
A mobile X-Ray apparatus has been 
devised, and X-Ray - plates v are taken 
every week as the patients lie in their 
beds without the slightest disturb- 
ance, and the deformity Is corrected 
week by week. The authorities hiive 
complimented us very highly upon the 
very good results obtained, and Capt. 
Lewis li. Keford, has worked unre- 
mittingly as Medical Officer in charge 
of this ward. We had to spend some 
of the funds of the Hospital to fit 
it up With 8i>pliaïiceS suitable to the 



The military convalescent home In 
the Grey Nunnery on Dorchester St. 
was partly destroyed by fire last night 
The fire broke out at eight o'clock In 
the top storey of the wing which has 
been used since the war as a mtUtary 
hospital.' Commencing In the central 
part of the upper stories, the flames 
worked northward and southward un 
Ul the whole upper part of the wing 
was completely destroyed. The reels 
were on the scene a few minutes 
after the fire broke out,' but their 
movements were greatly hampered by 
the deep snow and the lack of pres- 
sure Bufficlent to carrs* to the top 
stories, and ten valuahlo minutes w«re 
lost before the streams began to play 
on the flames. By this time it was 
evident that the eentral part of the 
buUdlng could not be saved, and the 
firemen directed their efforts^ towanls 
confining the JIre to this portion. But 
the flames had already made too much 
headway, and liegan to shoot; fïom 
the windows facing on lVjrchester Bt. 
Soon the whole upper storey was a 
mass of vicious, living flame. Half an 
hour later the roof had fallen In, 
breaking through to the fidor below. 
Fortunately the splcndW work of the 
firemen saved the rt-at of the build- 
ing, and by 8,80 had the flames well 
under control. The splendid conduct 
of the patients was very noticeable. 
They took everything very coolly, and 
there was no unnecessory confusion. 
Several were seen to be smoking as 
they hsMly dressed as best they 
could, while dense smoke began to fill 
the corridors and burning timbers fell 
in confusion without Many of the 
soldiers who were confined to the r 
beds had to be carried out by their 
comrades. 

The greatest difficulties were met 
with In removing the children, who 
were in the wards where the fire 
l)roke out. But from what we could 
learn aU the little ones wore removed 
safely. 

Conveyances of all kinds were com- 
missioned to remove the patients and 
children. Many were taken to the 
General and other hospitals, while 
others were taken In by neighbour- 
ing residents and the Khaki Club on 
Dorchester street.

When philosopher meets philosopher, 
then It la high tlm* tor oomnon mor- 
tals like myMlf to retire Into the 
background. For the next halt-hour I 
listened to an incomprehensible dis- 
cussion, the occasional lightning-tlash 
of a familiar word or phrase leaving 
me in darkness more oppressive than 
before. Mind collided with mind, and 
ideas fell, transfixed by sharp-point- 
ed logic, to be replaced ,by fresh 
ideas, Frankenstein grew so noisy 
that 1 felt certain he was being 
worsted. Finally he turned to me. 

"You believe" — (although 1 had not 
uttered a syllable) — "this is grotesque- 
ly exaggerated, this talk of an all- 
embracing Science?" And without 
waiting for' an answer, he added, '"I 
have prepared a surprise for you." 

It was like finding oneself in a 
dentist's chair. 

"Dr. Slmms has been good enough 
to do a little research work at my 
request. You shall hear the result. 
Have you ever read Tolstoy's book on 
Art? Very good. You will appre- 
ciate ray friend's lecture." 

"The skeleton of a lecture," said 
Dr. Slmms in hla expressionless voice, 
producing several sheets of paper cov- 
ered with a fine copperplate handwrit- 
ing. "Review of Tolstoy's 'What is 
Art'?' by Emile Fasuet. Tolstoy main- 
tains that all that is good is not ne- 
cessarily beautiful. Faguet imagines 
that this means there is no connec- 
tion whatever between the good and 
the beautiful, and he endeavours to 
prove the contrary. He does not prove 
it, however, but simply reiterates It in 
different phases. A very common 
fallacy. Faguet here confuses the pro- 
position. "AH good thingaare beauti- 
ful,' with It.s converse, 'AH beautiful 
thliiRs lire iîiiod'; and he imagines that 
Tolstoy, ill denying the one, has also 
denied the other." 

"You don't mean that a noted critic 
would write anything ho stupid?" 

"Bead the essay for yourself. Fa- 
guet also devotes considerable space 
to personal remarks about Tolstoy — 
thereby manifesting that extraordin- 
ary seif-oonsclousness which renders 
concentration upon any question im- 
possible." ,. 

"You accept .-Tol»t()y's theory of 

Art?" 

"I am ijicrely endeavouring to prove 
that the excessive self-consciousness 
of the cultured is an obstacle to any 
Intelligont discussion of a question; 
as a result of this selt-consclousness 
the argument ad bominen,' which is 
valueless, is the favourite one among 
fashiona.ble writers. For example, 
liere Is another review of "What is 
Art?' by More, another eminent cri- 
tic. He calls It, The Ancient Feu'l 
Between Philosophy and Art.' You 
observe the fallacy In the title." 

My eyes telegraphed a question to 
Frankenstein. 

"Don't you see it?" said Franken- 
stein. "You might say there was a 
feud between your dog Fido and my 
'cat pussy, ^hat would be false. 
Fido and Pussy may not be on speak- 
ing terms, but their misunderstanding 
Is only a particular aspect of the feud 
between cats and dogs. I'hilosophy 
has no quarrel with Art, but Philo- 
sophy has a quarrel with all things, 
the eternal feud between the flesh and 
the spirit, between Is and Ought-To- 
Be. . . • Go °»' Doctor." 

"More, like Faguet. seems Incap- 
able of crlilclzlng Tolstoy's theory In 
telllgently, but ho calls Tolstoy « bi 
got, fanatic, pessimist, and barbarian, 
speaks of his glaring eyes and his 
erotomania, and taunts him with be 
ing a Russian — seemingly unaware 
of the incredible puerility of all this 
Another example of that peculiar self- 
consciousness which renders it impos- 
sible for such writers to dissociate a 
theory from Its propounder and to 
consider the truth or falsity of the 
theory Itself." 

"Truth?" said Frankenstein. "All 
they know Is that their vanity has 
been touched." 

"Lastly, another review by Symonds 
of the same book, 'What is Art?' In 
spite of the elegant and sculpturesque 
style, this is so poor in substance as 
to be beneath criticism. The writer 
tells us nothing more than that Toi 
stoy is incompetent to theorise on 
Art." 

"Of course," said Frankenstein, "It 
anyone Is at one with these cultured 
people for whom More and Faguet and 



Symonds are sp ol c m w n , he is quite 
competent to speak Iiis mixti, but as 
soon as he dlaasrees with them he is 
no longer competent. Th« logic of it 
is invincible." 

"You are certainly unjust to these 
men," I remarked. 

"Not at all. We are not talking of 
them, but of their mode of thought. 
They look at things through the 
stained-glass windows of their Ego. 
They never dream of going out and 
seeing the world as it appears in broad 
daylight." He paused a moment, and 
repeated softly, "Paylightt — Ood's 
light!" 

He began again with renewed vig> 
our. "Theae Mores and Faguets, they 
are the real enemlei of Light. Read 
some of the other criticisms of Tol- 
stoy, and you will find most of them 
tell us, with an air of mournful wis- 
dom, that Tolatoy formulated his 
theory to justify hia dialikes, although 
it is well known that Tolstoy admired 
many of the works he condemned. 
These people have no criterion but 
their personal feelings, and they can- 
not conoelye of a man having any 
other criterion. Whoever disagrees 
with them is a Philistine and Ma- 
terialist. They are so blind, these cul- 
ture-lovers, with their fashionable 
coarseness, their naive egotism, so 
blind . , . ." 

'Blind indeed," said 1. and hastened 

to add, "' if what you say is 

true." 

"It Is funny — or rather, it would be, 
were It not so sad — to see what means 
they devise In order to divert atten- 
tion from the point, how they will 
ask with magisterial gravity, 'How 
does It arise ?• and, 'Who said it?' 
but never face the all-Important ques- 
tion, How near Is this to Truth?' 
Truth cannot be morbid or pessimis- 
tic, but to the culture-lovers ' th^se 
words are of priceless value, for 
without them they would be as mute 
a violin without strings. 'Mater- 
ialist,' as they use the word, means 
someone whose views are personally 
repulsive to the speaker. So, too, a 
Philistine is he who dislikes what I 
like, an Atheist he who does not wor- 
ship what I wor8l?lp,, a Coward he who 
has not my courage. . . . Ill-edu- 
cated, trained to a parrot-like repeti- 
tion of the over-ripe thoughts of oth- 
er men, they require a langu«^ge of 
their own to lil^e, their poverty of 
mind. - That Is' why 'phrases like 'the 
Jewish Spirit,' the 'Soul of France,' 
are so extraordinarily popular. Were 
it not for their strange blindness they 
would realize that there Is a Human 
Spirit, something older, grander, than 
. . , Yes! Those people have no 
more right in the Realm of Philosophy 
than the money-lenders had In the 
Temple at Jerusalem. And they are 
xt liberty to take with them all their 
verbal coinage. Pessimism, Philistin- 
ism, and all the rest of the dust-throw- 
ing vocabulary of Culturedom. 
"You exaggerate." said Dr. Slinnis. 
The word •materialist' Is frequently 
jsed by scientific writers In the 
iame manner. Moreover, the cultur- 
ed classes did not originate every one 
jf those words." 

"That does not touch what I say. 
We must drop those words and that 
habit of mind before we can have a 
Science of Philosophy Tol- 
stoy, (With his home-made sentences, 
looks rather shabby when compared 
to Nletsche, whose style has all the 
grandeur of the setting sun, yet ihe 
Future will, I believe, consider Tol- 
stoy one of the founders of Philo- 
sophy." 

"The Science of Philosophy!" said 
i, growing somewhat impatient at the 
sound of this evfer-recurrlng phrase. 
"Will you please tell me tills: Of what 
use would such a science fe to us?" 

Frankenstein smiled. "I am afraid 
[ have been so much occupied with 
the superstructure as to neglect the 
foundations. I am not quite prepar- 
ed. .... 

"Pernaps," said Df. Slmms, in hit 
painfully precise manner, "I may be 
able to suggest a reply, Science, in 
the .well-chosen words of Huxley, is 
organized common sense. A science of 
philosophy would enable us to apply 
this common sense to all the affairs 
of human life," 

'"Truth," said Frankenstein, "is 
God's message to men. At present 
none can make out more than a Une 
or two of that Message. In the near 
future we shall be able to make out 
a paragraph, or even an entire page," 

"Mysticism!" said I. 

"Words," smiled Frankenstein.- 

"Tou may be right. I am not ready 
to accept what you say. but I am. be- 
ginning to feel I ought to accept it.'' 

"The shadow ot a compliment," said 
Frankenstein; — "but I am pleased nev- 
ertheless." 

Whereat Dr. Slmms raised his 
white eyebrows, and smiled an acidu- 
lous smile, as who should say: "Does 
not the Bun shine on others besides 
your littie seltr'

joyçd 6ur first Christmas festivities, 
bn the other hand, we were much 
ydunger at the game then, and none 
of us expected at that time we would 
be spending another Christmas, to 
say nothing of two. in France. 

Our next Christmas, last year, was 
spent hero, and our late O.C., Colonel 
Blrkett, threw himself with jiia usual 
characterlstio manner In a whole- 
hearted way into the preparatlons^for 
giving everybody a first-rate time. 
We had prepared to feed 1,200 pa- 
tients, but the night before, we receiv- 
ed a convoy of about 800 more, con- 
sequently, the* dinners for the patients 
were not Quite so plentiful as they 
would otherwise have been. 

The patients' dinners are always 
served in the wards at - 11 a.m,; the 
personnel all dine together in one but 



at noon, the sergeants dine In their 
own mess at the same hour. We have 
always made It the custom in this 
hospital, that for that one day only 
in the year, the Officers and Nursing 
Sisters shall dine together, and that 
dinner always takes place in a large 
hut. For the past two years, we have 
held the men's mid-day dinner, and 
the Officers' and Nurses' evening din- 
ner In the Recreation Hut, generously 
provided for this Unit by the Cana- 
dian Red Cross Society. In former 
years, the extra expense of the food 
for these dinners (of course we do all 
our own cooking) was all provided 
from private sources, either from the 
Officers' and Bisters' Mess, or by do- 
nations frcim friends giyén for that 
purpose. This year. Colonel Blrkett, 
by selling the unused] fats and bones, 
etc, to the Munition Factories in 
England, had aeoumulated a fund of 
nearly 10,000 franca. As- this had all 
come from, the Food Account, it-- was

first class free dinner. Everyone got 
turkey, plum pudding, or mince pte, 
and. dessert of nuts, raisins, oranges, 
etc. In additl .1, for the men who 
could smoke, there were either cigar- 
ettes or tobacco, and to each one brour 
own personnel a warm pair of socks, 
as well as some cigarettes, were giv- 
en. We fed In the wards,- 1,.800 pa- 
tients; 252 of our own personnel at 
noon; and at night, the Officers and 
Sisters sat down' together to the num- 
ber of 160. This will give some Idea 
of the task it is to manage a Christ- 
mas Dinner for a large Unit in 
France. As Commanding Officer, ac- 
companied by the Matron, every hut 
and every ward' Wai visited, and the 
beautiful decoration^ were duly prais- 
ed. Our own orchestra furnished de- 
lightful music for all the meals, and 
at the close of thV evening meal, the 
tables were cleared away, and the 
younger members of the officers (of 
course the Nursing Sisters are all 
young) Indulged In a couple of hours' 
dancing. A cable was read at dinner 
from Colonel Blrkett. and. messages 
from our Imperlaraiithorities were de 
Uvered, and the following interesting 
figures were given out: While in 
France,' a total of 93,320 patients had 
been- admitted, of whom 6,879 were 
detained cases; 7,570 operations have 
been performed; 4.88 deaths, or about 
one In two hundred .., coses treated 
which is half of o.m] 
post operative "ÏoLks 
about 2.6 per cent. 'a< 
received 8,084 patients,, 
rate was 0.85 ' per cent, 
operations, and post operative mortal- 
ity averaged 4.6 çer cent.'
